Salt Lake City, Utah, Nov. 5—Cin-

In conjunction with this Cincinnati 


gathering: will be a meeting of the W. 
C. T. U., and before these women, gath- 
ered from all parts of the country, 
there will be read a report of an in- 
investigation made in Salt Lake City 
and Utah, by direction of Mrs. Jan-es. 
The investigation has been in progress 
for six months, and the report has just 
been completed. 


It deals with Senator Reed Smoot 


and his 31 fellow apostles of the Mor- 
mon church, and President Joseph F. 
Smith, the prophet and mouthpiece on 
earth of God, and of his two counsel- 
ors.

ness of the whole bill, but in view of 
the assured demand that would b« 
made on the National government.tor 
further positive and active' legislation 
upon the subject. It is a fact that the 
enforcement of all laws in Utah is in 
ihe hands of men who are either in 
active symathy with these Jawbreakers 
or in those who. in gratitude for past 
political favors and who in hope of fu- 
ture continuance of the same, will not, 
or dare not. enforce the laws they hsre 
so solemnly sworn to uphold, and lor 
these reasons actively support, or pas- 
sively countenance these practices, 
knowing full v\ell that any other line 
of action will be the signal for their 
relegation,,to offic'al oblivion.

SUGAR FROM SAWDUST.

During the middle ages the alche 


mists, who were the predecessors of th 
modern men of science, spent uiuc 
time in making a so called "philoso 
pher's stone" which should trauslon 
J;he baser metals into gold, and eve 
nowadays science still has-'sonle prob 
Jems that are almost as teuip,thi« t 
[the imagination and probably quite a 
Unlikely to be realized. To turn ordi 
nary sawdust into table sugar is one o 
them. The table sugar pait of it i 
generally considered an interesting chi 
mera, but the question of ecouomicall; 
reducing sawdust to the different vari 
ety known as grape sugar contains pos 
sibilities that greatly interest the mod 
ern chemist either in the laboratorie 
of commercial plants or in such studen 
workshops as the sugar laboratory o 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech 
nology. 


Grape sugar, which the chemists ca 


dextrose, is an important item in th 
manufacture of health foods and ca 
be used economically because it deve! 
ops naturally in a comparatively inex 
pensive chemical process to which cer 
tain grains, chiefly coin, are subjectec 
to produce eventually starch or 
cose. /As long ago as 1819 a French 
*hemist surprised the Frencf 
iy exhibiting 'A few grams 
sugar which he had made from-pldWn 
Ten, commonly believed to have been hi 
own shirt. Other scientists have shown 
;^so that grape sugar could be mad 
'from wood, aith'ough no one has 45?$ 
•found a way to transform this 
isiigar into the more familiar, everyday 
'^produce of the cane or sugar beet. - The 
oretically, therefore, either an old 
house or an old suit of linen can be 
turned into this grape sugar provided 
one would take a great deal of trouble 
for a very small result- 


The reason why sugar can be mad 


from wood or linen is due to the ac 
tion—which it would require a suga 
chemist to explain in detail—of sul 
phuric acid on the cellulose, or woody 
fiber, that is found in both wood and 
linen. Few persons, however, believ° 
that the process will ever be anything 
more than a scientific curiosity.

THE HOME IN FRANCE.^ 


H !• Mainly an Adjunct to Life en 


the Outsffte. 


The father and mother in Paris eat 


at home when they do not eat out, but 
absolutely no informal social inter- 
course invades the apartment, which is 
more than anything else a sort of fac- 
tory in which is produced whatever 
the family needs for life outside. A vast 
amount of sewing is done here. Frencli 
girls of even wealthy parents, after 
they finish school, attend courses of 
dressmaking and millinery and to a 
great extent the Industry which turns 
out the French woman as a model of 
good dressing, to be followed by the 
world, is-carried on by^the women of 
the'family in what would be£ the'home 
If the French knew the meaning of fhe 
word. 
, A reception day is rigorously kept, 
and much entertaining at dinner and 
dejeuner may be done, but always of a 
formal character. A person having the 
penetrating qualities of a book agent 
might venture to try "dropping in" on 
a French woman on a day- when she is 
not regularly receiving, but in the nat- 
ural course of ordinary social experi- 
ence in Paris this would never happen, 
says Flora McDonald Thompson in 
Harper's Bazar.

NOVEMBER WEATHER 


SNOW 
STORMS PREDICTED BY 
PROPHET HICKS. 


Very Decided Dash of Early Winter 


is Scheduled for the Next 


Four Weeks. 


Prophet Hicks makes the following 


weather predictions for the rest of No- 
vember: 


About the 5th. Gtb and 7th there wilt 


be a noticeable rise in temperature, 
falling barometer and return of gen> 
eral storm conditions. Rains, turning 
to snow 'n the north, will visit most 
sections of 'he country in their east- 
ward march about the 5th to 8th. A 
marked change iu high barometer and 
colder v/ill follow the storms, spread- 
ing to the east and south about the 7th 
to 9th inclusive. 


The storm period extending from the 


10th to the 15th, is central on the 12th, 
and the period, extending from the 7th 
to the 19tb, is central on the 13th, 
hence the combined perturbations of 
these two forces will be felt.

JOHNSON EXPLAINS 


(A Tbrltty Scotchman'* Sebcne For 


Operatlne HI* Threat Mill*. 


Thrift Is generally acknowledged to 


be one of the leading 6haracteristics of 
the native of Fifeshlre, and it never 
was more forcibly exemplified than In 
the/ person of David II tit ton, a native 
of Dunfermline, who actually proved 
that even mice, those acknowledged 
pests of mankind, could be made not 
only to earn their own living, but also 
'to yield a respectable income to their 
owners.

About the year 1820 this gentleman 


actually erected a small mill at Dun- 
fermli'ne for the manufacture of thread 
—a mill worked entirely by mice. It 
wris "while" A'isiting Perth' prison in 
1812 that Mr. Hntton first conceived 
this remarkable idea ot utilizing mouse 
power. 
In an old pamphlet of the 


time, "The Curiosity Coffee Room," he 
gave an account of the way in which 
the idea dawned on him. "In the sum- 
mer of the year 1812," he wrote, "I 
had occasion to be in Perth, and when 
Inspecting tbe toys and trinkets that 
were manufactured by the French pris- 
oners in tbe depot there my attention 
was involuntarily attracted by a little 
toy house, with a wheel in the gable 
of it that was running rapidly round, 
Impelled by tbe insignificant gravity of 
a common bouse mouse. For 1 shil- 
ling I purchased bouse, mouse and 
Wheel. Inclosing it in a handkerchief, 
on my journey homeward I was com- 
pelled to contemplate its favorite 
amusement 
But how to apply 'half 


ounce power, which is the weight of a 
mouse, to a useful purpose was the 
difficulty. At length the manufactur- 
ing of sewing thread seemed the most 
practicable."

Mr. Hutton had one mouse that ran 


the amazing distance of eighteen miles 
a day, but he proved that an ordinary 
mouse could run ten and a half miles 
on an average. A halfpenny's worth 
of oatmeal was sufficient for its sup- 
port for thirty-five days, during which 
it ran 736 half miles. He had actually 
two mice constantly employed in the 
making of sewing thread for more than 
a year. - The mouse thread mill was 
so constructed that the common house 
mouse was enabled to make atonement 
to society for past offenses by twist- 
Ing, twining and reeling from 100 to 
120 threads a day, Sundays not except- 
ed.

of 'five weeks* "'"In that time it' made 
3,350 threads of twenty-five inches, and 
as a penny was paid to women for, ev- 
ery hank made in the -ordinary way 
the mouse at that rate earned nine- 
pence every six/weeks, Just-one far- 
thing a day, or 7s. 6d.^a year. 


Taking sixpence off for' board and 


allowing 1'shilling for machinery, there 
was a* clear yearly profit "from each 
mouse of 6 shillings. Mr. Hutton firm- 
ly intended to apply^for the loan of the 
empty, cathedral in Dtmfermline, which 
would have held, he calculated, 10,000 
mouse mills, sufficient room being left 
for keepers and some hundreds of 
spectators.

apotheosisi of everything that Is filthy 
and foul. ' I do not say that it Is un- 
worthy of a visit, but I do say that lie 
who stays on board will take away a 
much more picturesque impression. 


The site of Constantinople is ideal. 


There Is probably no finer site for a 
city in the world. It is situate on tbe 
Bosporus, between the Mediterranean 
and the Black seas. It lies between Eu- 
rope and" Asia, for Scutari is part of 
Constantinople, and Scutari is on the 
Asiatic shore. It is cut off by natural 
boundaries into municipal divisions, 
for the Golden Horn divides Stamboul, 
the Mohammedan, from Galata, the 
Christian, city. So the Bosporus di- 
vides Scutari, tbe Asiatic, from Con- 
stantinople, the European, city; yet all 
of these places make one great city 
under the general name of Constanti- 
nople. And tbis_ great city is guarded 
also by nature. It has the sea of Mar- 
mora close at hand, with fortifications 
at either end of *his great water high- 
way, rendering the city unassailable 
by sea. It has a peninsular-conforma- 
tion which also renders it properly for- 
tified, impregnable by land as well as 
by sea. It is asrif San Francisco were 
to have batteries of heavy artillery all 
around her water front, from India 
basin to the presidio, from the presidio 
to Lake Merced and then across the 
neck df the peninsula from Lake Mer- 
ced to India basin. With all these fac- 
tors in its favor no wonder that Con- 
stantinople has always been looked 
upon as an ideal site for a city. That
